Howard Jacobs started to York with 
a load of milk cans on a For«! truck 
and invited his uncle to accompany 
him. As they reached the railroad 
crossing they were engrossed in con- 
versation and the younger man. who 
was driving, "failed to see the train 
in time to avoid the collision.

truck was carried forty feet up the 
track and thrown into a gutter a 
complete
